litioal party as State Rogi-trars, to 
make a now registration of the voters of 
the State. 
Each parish is to have in 


like manner two Supervisors of registra 
lion of different parties, with two clerks; 
tho Supervisors are in like manner to 
appoint Commissioners of Election in 
eaoh election precinct from the differ 
ont parties. The ballot is to be pub 
licly counted at the closing ol the polls, 
and tho result certified by tho Commis- 
sioners. 
The persons so elected to 


sarvo to tho end of the term for which 
they would have served had they been 
elected in 1372 und 1875. 


Sec. 22 of tho bill authorizes tho 


President to use any part of the army 
or nary to carry out tho provisions of 
tho bill, and appropriates $200,000 to 
defray tho expenses of this .legislation 
und election. Tho bill is an elaborate 
ouo,andgoes into details in tho arrange- 
ments, being substantially the bill in 
trodueod by Mr. Butler last year,

proposition was to bring influence to 
boar to indues the legislature, now or- 
ganized, to pass a bill fur a new elec- 
tion, the Returning Board, the Regis- 
trar, and, in short, all officers of election 
throughout the State, to be taken 
equally from each party. 
The Senate, 


however, came to no conclusion in re- 
gard to the subject. 


Leading Democratic members of the 


House have hud several consultations 
in regard to a plan for a .new election, 
and while many are opposed to the 
movement on constitutional grounds, 
hey yet say that ,it is plainly in the 
interests of peace and quiet. While 
they may not see fit to vote for it, at 
the same lirao they do not think it best 
to be placed in an attitude of opposing 
what both sides are asking for, and 
which both say will restore peace. 


Rumors have been unusually thick 


throughout the day to the effect that 
several members of the Cabinet had re-

WASHINGTON, D. C. January 10.— 


Tho United States has declined to ac 
oept the proposition made by Spain for 
the payment of indemnity for citizens 
executed in the Virginias affair, and a 
modification of the terms of payment 
proposed by Spain is expected at an. 
early day. 
The claim of England was 


settled by tho payment of £500 for 
each white subject executed and £300 
for each colored subject. 
The total 


payment to Great Biitain amounted to 
£7,000, and it was promptly paid, al- 
though this was denied at the lime 
The same proposition was made to the 
United States, but declined upon the 
ground that our government would not 
consent to any discrimination in rates 
of pay on account of color, and it is 
expected at the State Department that 
Spain will at an early day propose a new 
rate which shell be tho same for all 
classes of citizens executed.
